$264,709 per extension option, for a total agreement amount not to exceed $794,127.

This supply agreement will provide traffic signal poles and mast arms for the Public Works Departmént,
Traffic Signals Division for maintenance of City traffic signals. The City is legally required, by State
Law, to maintain its own traffic signals.

Officials, Standard Specification for Structural Supports for Highway Signs, Luminaires and Traffic
signals, and are used for new traffic signal installation, maintenance and repairs of existing traffic signals
to provide for a safer transportation infrastructure.
